APPEALED FROM THE MAYOR 


Judge Sparks heard the argument 


this morning on the motion to quash 


in the ease of the state against the 


P. C. C. & St. L. railway, charged 


with operating a section without the 


number of men specified under the 


law’. The argument was presented to 


the court by John A. Titsworth and 


John L. Rupe of Richmond, repre­ 
senting the railway company. 


The 
constitutionality of the law 
was attacked in the motion to quash. 
It was alleged that the title' of the 
act was faulty and that in placing a 
penalty for violation it did not pro­ 
vide for railways, but individuals. 
Judge Sparks took the motion un­ 
der advisement. The law’ wTas passed 
in 1911 and provided that a section 
of railway should he in charge of 
three section men in order that one 
could 
properly 
flag 
approaching 
trains. The affidavit in this case was 
filed by a dismissed employe of the 
railroad. 
In the mayor’s court the 
railway was found guilty and fined 
$25. 
The case wms taken to the cir­ 
cuit court on an appeal.
